MEXICO CITY, Nov. 30.—Emilio 
Portes Gil, Secretary of the Interior 
in the Calles Cabinet, took the oath 
of office as Provisional President of 
the republic at noon today in Mexico 
City’s great stadium: before an en- 
thusiastic audience of 25,000 or more 
persons. His fourteen-month pro- 
visiohal term of office will run as 
from midnight tonight. 

Once again has Mexico proved ca- 
pable of a peaceful transfer of the ex- 
ecutive power, and today’s short but 
picturesque ceremony recalled a simi- 
lar oecasion four years ago when 
today’s outgoing President, Plutarco 
Elias Calles, was escorted by. his 
predecessor,’ the recently assassinat- 
ed General Aivaro Obregon, to the 
, stadium to be installed as ‘Mexico’s 
chief executive. 


Today’s ceremony was carried out 


with clocklike precision. From early 
morning a crowd began to gather 
at the stadium and special traffic 
regulations were strictly enforced. 
President Calles was at the National 
Palace early with Sefior Portes Gil, 


j attended by special. commissions | of 


Senators and Deputies. At 11 sharp 
the Mexican Congress, sitting in ex- 
traordinary session at the stadium, 
began a roll-call and, after a quorum 
had been reported, the minute of 
their meeting electing Sefor Portes 
Gil as provisional cxsoutive was read 
and confirmed. 


National Palace Notified. 


The. next step in the program was 
a message to the National Palace 
that all was in readiness and that 
President Calles and Sefior Portes 
Gil might leave for the stadium, Es- 
corted by two squadrons of the Pres- 


idential guards of cavalry and a fur- 
ther escort of motorcyclists, Preési- 
dent Calles drove through the city’s 
main avenue with Sefior Portes Gil 


‘| at his right hand. 


The crowds gave them a warm wel- 
come right down to the stadium, 
where they were greeted with the 
massed - bands 
and then by a salute of twenty-four 
guns. In the meantime all on the 
official platform stood bareheaded. 

Without loss of time, but after

Gil had acknowledged the crowd's 
cheers, Senor Portes Gil, with out- 
stretched hand above his head, in a 
loud voice which: amplifiers ‘made’ 
easily audible throughout the sta- 
dium, took the Presidential oath.

“T swear to guard and have 
guarded the political Constitution of 
Mexico and all - 
ilaws emanating therefrom, and |

Misia of ‘Allaciteds Sales Slain at Trial . :

PRAGUE, Nov. 30.—The criminal 
court here was the scene today of an 
act of Albanian vengeance. The 
young Albanian student, Algeviad 
Bebi, who on Oct, 14, 1927, murdered 
the .Albanian .Minister to -Prague, 
Cena.Bey, was shot to death at his 
own ‘trial before he had concluded 


‘| his testimony on the stand. 


To attend the trial, which began 
only today, Cena Bey’s brother, Gani 
Bey, accompanied by. his.. servant, 
Ziga ‘Vuciterna, and four other .Al- 
banians, arrived” two days’ ago at 
Prague. Gani Bey was traveling on 
a limited diplomatic passport, — 

Bebi‘’had long insisted he was mo- 
tivated by private reasons when ‘he 
killed Cena Bey. Today in court. 
however, he began to relate a story 
of how he was compelled by an or- 
ganized group to commit the crime. 
At this point in the testimony’ the 
judge ordered an intermission. Just 


as the intermission began five shots 
rane through the. court room, throw- 

ing all occupants. into a panic, Bebi 
co oye lifeless. to the floor, his 
head riddled with dum-dum bullets. 
An Italian journalist, Adriano Del- 
vecchio, who was covering the trial 
for Giornale d'Italia, was wounded 
by another bullet.

attendants made for the doorway. 
Women screamed hysterically. One 
member of the jury in stumbling 
over a colleague’s foot. fell and 
broke hig arm. An attendant seized 
Vuciterna and wrenched the revolver 
from his hand. 

Once order was. restored, intuvent: 
centred in Gani Bey, because ~ his 
murdered brother was a brother-in- 
law of King Zogu of Albania. - ‘Be- 
cause Vuciterna was his servant, 
suspicion immediately fell on -~him. 
To the police, Gani Bey stated that 
the unwritten Albanian law required 
an Albanian to slay with his own 
hand any one who has killed one of 
his blood or tribe, but that he him- 
self and his family, already schooled 
in Western ways, would not think of 
carrying out such a blood feud. 


Vuciterna, who is illiterate, told the 
police he had no intention of mur- 
dering .Bebi. _He would not have 
shot, he said, but for the fact that 
Bebi’ s voice aroused such vivid mem- 
ories of his master’s brother that he 
lost his head and began shooting in 
an’ uncontrollable frenzy. 

By many it is believed that a group 
of Albanians’ felt. Bebi knew too 
much and feared he would tell what 
he knew during his testimony, and 
hence decided it was better for their 
welfare that he should be dead.

BANDITS TAKE 5 SACKS 
FROM AIR MAIL TRUCK 


$1,000,000 in New York Checks 
Was in Pouches Lost in Hold- 
Up at St. Louis. 


Special to The New York Times, 
ST. LOUIS, Nov. 30.—Two neatly 
dressed bandits wearing handker- 


with chiefs for masks late this afternoon 


seized five sacks of air mail from 
an automobile in which it was being 
carried. to the Lambert-St. Louis fly- 
ing field, after forcing the driver 
and his wife out of the car. 

The driver, Harry C. Graham, aged 
35, has a contract to deliver air mail 
to the flying field from the main 
postoffice in the city. He had 
reached a point on the Natural 
Bridge Road in St. Louis County on 
today’s trip when two men in a blue 
sedan crowded him to the curb. One 
man, riding on the running board of 
the ‘sedan leaped to the os 
board of Graham’s car and cove 
him with a revolver. Graham and 
his wife then were forced to run into 
a corn field at the side of the road. 

The five mail pouches were taken 
from Graham’s car and placed in‘ the 
bandits’ car, which was driven south 
in the general direction of the St. 
Charles Rock Road, where trace of 
it was lost. 

The value of the mail stolen could 
not be determined early tonight. 
Postmaster A. J. Michener. said the 
loss would probably be small, as the 
government does not accept shi 
ments of currency registered 
mail, and that the loss would pins 
ably’ consist of a few dollars which 
had been inserted in letters. 

The stolen mail, however, included 
many checks and drafts which were 
being sent to Chicago and New York 
banks by St. Louis banks, the Post- 
master said. 

Olin M. Atterbury, Deputy Gov- 
ernor of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis, said the Reserve Bank 
had sent nothing by air mail today, 
but he estimated downtown banks 
had dispatched checks gating 
about $1,000,000 to New York for col- 
lection.

‘Pow-Wow Doctor’ and Two 
Youths Slay Pennsylvania 
Farmer and Burn Body. 


SOUGHT TO BREAK ‘SPELL’ 


All Are Prisoners—Medical Society 
Declares Country Residents Be- 
lieve in Black: Art.

YORK, Pa., Nov. 30.—An attempt 
to snip a lock of hair from the head 
of Nelson D. Rehmeyer, a farmer, 
“to smash a witchcraft spell’’ led to 
his murder and subsequent burning 
in his lonely home in North Hope- 
well Township, nineteen miles from 
here, according to an extraordinary 
confession made by a self-styled 
‘“‘pow-wow man’’ and two boys at 
the county jail here today. 

As a result of the confession, voo- 
dooism, witchcraft and all forms of 
the black art, introduced in South- 
eastern Pennsylvania by early Ger- 
man settlers and practiced today by 
hundreds of York County people,

The braying ot an unfed mule led 
to the discovery of Rehmeyer’s body 
yesterday. Information given by 
neighbors that the farmer and John 
H. Blymire of York had worked 
“‘pow-wow’’ together led to the lat- 
ter’s arrest. Through John W. Dice, 
“miracle man,’? who once was sen- 
tenced to jail for curing blindness 


with sea monsters’ tears, the police 
next learned that John Curry, 
aged 14, of York, and Wilbert G. 


Hess, 18, were intimate with Bly-: 


mire, who was known as a witch 
doctor, and they were seized. 

For hours today District Attorney 
Hermann examined the three pri- 
soners. The result was their con- 
fession, which was followed tonight 
by the District Attorney’s collapse, 
resulting from overwork on the case. 
Soon afterward the York County 
Medical Society announced that the 
majority of York County residents 
believe in voodooism and the black 
art and added that there were scores 
of so-called pow-wow doctors who 
claim to effect cures by removing 
spells and are doing a big business. 


Laid ‘‘Spell’? to Farmer. 


After they had murdered Reh- 
meyer last Tuesday night the ‘‘witch 
doctor’? and his companions robbed 
their victim and set fire to the house, 
according to their confessions, but 
the flames died out. 

Hess told the authorities that Bly- 
mire had brought ‘‘the word from 
beyond’ to members of the Hess 
family that Rehmeyer had cast a 
spell over all of them. He got $10 
for this information. There was only 
one way, the ‘‘witch doctor’’ advised, 
that the troubles of the Hess family 
could be permanently ended. That 
was by a lock of hair clipped from 
the back of the farmer’s head and 
then at once buried eight feet in the 
ground. 

“T once saw this farmer, Rehmeyer, 
in the palm of my hand,’’ was the 
way Blymire began his weird and 
disconnected statement. 

“Other pow-wow men told me that 
Rehmever held a svell over me,’’ he 


shouted. ‘‘I had to break it. There 
was no other way. 


“Witch Doctor’ Got $10. 


Blymire added that he had also 
been told that he would never get 
well unless Rehmeyer died or gave 
to him a book called ‘‘Long Lost 
Friends’’ and that he had gone to 
the farm for that book, 

‘‘Rehmeyer is dead now,’’ he said. 
“IT no longer feel bewitched.’’ 

Hess’s confession related that Bly- 
mire went to his father’s farm about 
six months ago when the family was 
havine trouble with a neighbor over 
a right of wav. “Blymire had a 
beok and said he would get us rid 
of this trouble,’ said the youth. 
‘“‘Blvmire told mv father that it 
would cost $40 or $50 and my father 
gave Blymire $10. 

‘‘Last Sunday Blvmire told us that 
Nelson Rehmeyer had bewitched us. 
Also that my father’s sister-in-law, 
Ida J. Hess, went to Rehmeyer and 
had him bewitch us. 


Describes Murder of Victim. 


*“Blymire and Curry came to our 
house on. Tuesday evening of this 
week and Blymire said we would 
have to go down to Rehmeyer and 
we would have to help to get Reh- 
meyer on the floor to cut off some 
of his hair and bury it back of the 
barn eight feet in the ground.” 

Describing the murder, Hess said 
that on being admitted Blymire 
asked the farmer if he had seen ‘‘his 
book.”’ 

“Then Blymire grabbed him around 
the body and made motions for me 
to grab Rehmeyer,’’ the confession 
continued. ‘“‘The three of us took 
hold of him and threw him on the 
floor. Blymire said we must tie his 
legs so we could cut his hair. Reh- 
meyer then tried to get up and hol- 
lered a little bit. Then Rehmeyer 
just about got up and we put him 
down again, and Blymire had a piece 
of wood and was hitting Rehmeyer 
over the head. Then Blymire reached 
over and got a piece of wood and 
told me to hit Rehmeyer. I hit him 
once or twice over the left ear and 
the side of his head.’’ 

This was followed, according to the 
story, by successful demands for 
money, after which a rope was put 
around the farmer’s neck. 

“Blymire said, ‘Choke him,’”’ said 
Hess, “and Curry pulled the rope 
so tight that I could not hear Reh- 
meyer breath any more.”’ 


Set Fire to the Body. 


Hess added that they found addi- 
tional money upstairs, of which he 
received $3, and that they poured oil 
over the dead man’s body and set 
fire to it, Then they hurried away. 

He declared he told his brother 
Clayton and the latter’s -wife about 
the slaying the next morning and 
was advised that ‘‘if I did not tell 
anything I would not be found out.” 

er his son had been charged 
with murder, Hess’s father said in a 
statement: 

“Blymire convinced me that he is 
a ‘pow-wow’ doctor. I paid Blymire 
$10 to help me get rid of my 
troubles.’’

Commerce Board Examiner 
Urges Inland Station System 
to Solve Terminal Problem. 


NEWLEGISLATIONPROPOSED 


Ames Says Commission Must 
Get Power From Congress 
to Carry Out the Plan. 


PORT AUTHORITY PLEASED 


its Counsel Says Ames’s Report Is 
a Forward Step In Fight for 
Better Service. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Compul- 
sory motor truck service by the rail- 
roads in the New York area and 
the establishment of an inland sta- 
tion system on Manhattan Island 
were recommended today to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission by 
Henry C. Ames, an examiner for 
the commission, who outlined a pro- 
gram designed to solve the New 
York terminal problem. For the 
commission to carry out Mr. Ames’s 
recommendations, additional author- 
ity from Congress would be neces- 
sary, the examiner holds, and he 
urges that steps be taken to obtain 
this legislation. 

Ths examiner was sharply critical 
of the practices of the carriers in 
handling the New York terminal 
business, holding that in some in- 
stances their activities were in vio- 
lation of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission act. He took cogni- 
gance of the fact that the railroads 
have large investments in car floats 
and pier stations, but held neverthe- 
less that pier station delivery was 
inadequate, expensive and unsatis- 
factory to the public, and that it 
gradually should be abandoned. 

“The commission should strongly 
urge upon the carriers,"’ Mr. Ames 
stated, ‘‘the establishment of auxil- 
iary trucking service on Manhattan 
Island to the end that it may ulti- 
mately pave the way for discontinu- 
ance of the more expensive car-float 
and pier-station service. The pro- 
priety of such a suggestion in a gen- 


eral investigation of this character 
cannot seriously be questioned.”’ 


Report Called ‘‘Forward Step.” 


“Wilbur La Roe Jr., Washington 
counsel for the Port of ‘New York 
Authority, said that the report con- 
stituted a great forward step. 

“It might be called ‘a constructive 
report on constructive stations,’ ’’ he 
added. ‘It sustains to a very large 
extent the principles upon which the 
Port Authority relied in the presenta- 
tion of its case. It sustains our con- 
tention that terminal costs under 
existing antiquated methods are ex- 
cessive and that motor truck delivery 
would be more economical. It en- 
dorses our contention that universal 
inland stations are in the public 
interest. 

*It sustains our’ proposition that 
the New York terminal problem is 
incapable of adequate solution with- 
out intelligent use of motor trucks. 

It finds, as we have long contended, 
’ that the individual desires and needs 
of the railroads must be subordinated 
to the public interest. 

“We are poe gy that the 
examiner has found the commission’s 
powers under existing law to be so 
limited. We are confident that they 
are broader than the examiner indi- 
cates. But we are in accord for the 
most part with the examiner’s 
analysis of existing conditions and we 
believe that the report as a whole 
constitutes a most important for- 
ward step.”’ 

The investigation upon which the 
report was based was instituted by 
the commission on its own motion 
in respect to practices of carriers 
serving Manhattan Island in the col- 
lection, delive transfer or other 
handling of freight. 


Summary of the Findings. 
Some of the examiner’s findings 
were summarized by him as follows: 
“That the commission is without 
power under the Interstate Com- 
merce act to require carriers to es- 
tablish (a) store-door delivery, (b) 


inland stations for the receipt and 
delivery of freight or (c) to equip 
themselves with motor cks. 

“That the present operation of 
constructive-station service and of 
trucking in lieu of lighterage as 
practiced by the New York Central, 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, and 
Baltimore & Ohio cannot be 
tioned because of their plain ten- 
dency to create violations of Sec- 
tions 2 or 8 of the act and because 
said services, as now operated, are 
not compatible with the provisions 
of Section 15-A of the act. 

‘‘That the constructive station now 
maintained by. the New York; New 
Haven & Hartford should be discon- 
tinued because it is in violation of 
Section 2 of the act, and the pro 1 
of the New York Central to continue 
the practice of constructive lignter- 
age on traffic to and from New 
England, in order to meet the com- 
petition of the said constructive sta- 
tion, should also:be denied. 

‘“‘Recommendations made with the 
view of affording a solution to the 
terminal problem on Manhattan Is- 
land and that the commission consider 
the propriety of making a request to 
Congress for amendatory legislation 
broadening its power to deal with 
questions affecting terminal services 
by means of motor trucks and station 
facilities to be served thereby.”’ 

The report also recommended that 
the railroad which had made applica- 
tion in a case now ee id be 
permitted to discontinue the present 
constructive station service and to 
limit the practice of trucking in lieu 
of me torege to the interchange of 
traffic between connecting railroad 
and steamship lines, as proposed.

he said that they were so persistent 
as to deserve consideration. 

The so-called constructive station 
service as now operated on Manhat- 
tan Island, he added, and the con- 
structive lighterage service inaugu- 
rated by the New York Central in an 
effort to meet competition created 
by the former could not be approved 
because of their ‘‘plain tendency” to 
create violations of the Interstate 
Commerce Co: on act. 


Drops Store-Door Plan. 

Mr. Ames said that the time may 
come when store-door delivery will 
be accepted by carriers and shippers 
as the logical solution of the termi- 
nal problem. But under the present 
state of the law, he added, this 
would have to come with carrier co- 
‘operation and cannot come with car- 
rier opposition, and therefore he felt 
that for the time the subject must be 
dropped from consideration.

‘| bor, said Mr. Ames, in respect to the 


delivery and receipt of freight is 
such that the wisdom of truck co- 


ordination plainly suggests itself. 
‘The carriers have recoghized this 
fact for years,” he added. ‘‘One of 
them is ‘still openly in favor of it.

*“‘We must start with the premise 
that the present method of pier- 
station delivery, being so long estab- 
lished, must be departed from by 

adual stages. 

“‘As'soon as possible after the in- 
land station service is inaugurated 
some of the existing pier stations 
should be abandoned. d it is be- 
lieved that this abandonment may be 
brought about with the least possible 
disturbance of existing conditions if 
the carriers agree to the union or 
universal station plan. 

“A facility of s character offers 
a tremendous attraction to a shipper 
or receiver of freight, particularly in 
less-than-carload quantities, because 
it makes it unnecessary to peddle 
freight from one station to another 
where lots for different railroads 
move out or in on the same day. On 
the other hand, the drawing power 
of the individual inland station 
against the individual pier station is 
not nearly so great. 

Gradual Change Is Urged. 

“Bearing in mind the precaution 
that haste should be made slowly, it 
would be most unwise to attempt at 
the outset to operate too many in- 
land stations. It would be well, at 
first, to establish a few of them at 
places conveniently located in dis- 
tricts which produce a heavy volume 
of tonnage. The number can best 
be determined by the carriers after a 
 cingag survey of traffic condi- 
jons. These stations could be made 
the basis of experimentation and, if 
conditions warrant, additional sta- 
tions could later be located at other 


points.

TREATIES DELIGHT CHINESE 


Delay in Reopening American Con- 
sulate at ‘Nanking Causing Concern 
—Bullding Nearly Ready.

SHANGHAI; Nov, 30.—Efforts of 
the Nationalist Government: to get 
the treaty powers to agree on aboli- 
tion. of extraterritoriality carried .on 
‘by Dr. .C..T. Wang, the Nanking 
Foreign Minister, in recent months 
have borne fruit, with both Belgium 
and Italy signing new compacts with 
China, the ‘second article of each 
agreeing to abolish consular juris- 
diction privileges. my 

The Foreign Office at Nanking 
made public this afternoon the text 
of the new Italian treaty, which is 
essentially the same as the Belgian. 
The document, which is described as 
a preliminary ..treaty of amity and 
commerce, includes copies of notes 
exchanged between Dr. Wang and 
the Italian Minister, Daniel E. Vare, 
which provide for abolition of extra- 
territoriality Jan. 1, 1930, which is 
the same date as in the Belgian 


| treaty. 


The first article of each treaty 
grants China customs autonomy, 
this provision being worded much 
the same as in Washington's origi- 
nal tariff treaty signed in July and 
containing a most favored nation 
clause for both parties. : 

The signing of these two treaties 
setting a definite date for abolition 
of consular jurisdictional privileges 
marks a new epoch in Nanking’s in- 
ternational diplomacy, which is being 
hailed with enthusiasm by the Chi- 
nese press as a victory along lines 
proposed by Dr. Sun Yat-sen, whose 
teachings were based on revision of 
all ‘‘unequal treaties.’’ Four nations 
are now definitelv aligned on the 
abolition of the extraterritoriality, 
Germany and Russia not having had 
these privileges for some time. Amer- 
ica’s treaty covering extraterritorial- 
ity privileges expires in 1933, and is 
among the last to do so. It is be- 
lieved doubtful that Washington 
would act immediately on this vital 
problem, despite Nanking’s eager- 
ness for America to be among the 
first nations to negotiate a new 
treaty along these lines, despite the 
fact that the old compact obtains for 
at least four more years. 

In the meantime the American con- 
sulate at Nanking remains - closed, 
and the delay in opening it is causing 
concern. The consulate building is 
repaired, but is not yet refurnished, 
although virtually ready for occu- 
pancy. The British reopened their 
Nanking consulate a few weeks ago, 
and the Japanese reopened nearly a 
year ago. Others are returning grad- 
ually. 

Peking reports that the French 
Minister is on the way to Nanking, 
presumably to negotiate a new 
treaty, and it is believed that the 
It is also re- 
ported that the British Minister, Sir 
Miles Lampson, plans a visit to Nan- 
king before the year’s end, but this 
is not definite.

“Three considerations must enter 
into our examination,’’ the statement 
set forth.

On the second point, 
Europe believed the Kellogg treaty 
committed “‘us to an acceptance of 
the status.quo and implies that we 
will help to maintain it.’’ Yet Brit- 
ain. and France made it clear 
“through a secret pact’’ recently that 
the only limitation of arms to which 
they would consent would be one lim- 
iting the “biggest army in the world 
to ance and the biggest navy in 
the world to Great Britain.” 

“So long as the Monroe Doctrine 
stands, it is a fact that we ourselves 
do not intend to live up to the full 
implications of the treaty for * * * 
the Monroe Doctrine is based upon @ 
threat of. war against any European 
country that invades this hemi- 
sphere,” the statement went on. ‘If 
we mean in all sincerity to carry out 
this treaty in full, then we must 
abandon the Monroe Doctrine.”

the policy I propose to carry out as 
the first magistrate of the nation. 
First I wish to record that by break- 
ing precedent and tradition in mak- 
ing a speech at this ceremony J 
do not do so for vanity nor to dis- 
sguiah myself from. others, but 
rather because I believe that the in- 
terim administration which has 
fallen to my lot is fundamentally dif- 
ferént from all others and merits 
analysis, so that every Mexican may 
form his judgment of the situation.

ministration. 

“My first definite declaration is 
that during my fourteen months’ 
term of office the most important 
occa will not be the next elec- 
ions, for I hope to see the establish- 
ment of political parties with solid | 
roots, programs and opinions which 
will result in the State being e!imi- 
nated forever as the electoral body 
for Mexico’s rulers. 


Hopes for Party Moderation. 
**Moderation on the part of the po 
litical groups which will struggle in 


the Presidential elections will serve 
to simplify my task and will prevent 
national sacrifices. In anticipation, 
therefore, I extend a sincere invita- 
tion to the candidates to adopt and 
recommend a well considered line of 
conduct and thus avoid fresh rancor. 
I trust that all candidates are con- 
vinced that what they have to do to 
win the popular vote is to strive 
for it in an atmosphere of ideas and 
principles, for this will be the new 
aspect of our electoral practices. 

“Nor can it be said that during 
my provisional term there will be 
any necessity for -implanting the 
ideas of the Mexican revolution. 
Slowly and by hard work that ideol- 
ogy finally has been implanted. It 
was established, not by oratorical] 
declarations, but by hammered blows 
from 1920 to 1924 by Alvaro Obregén 
and from 1925 to 1928 by Plutarco 
Elias Calles. And now we know that 
our efforts for the benefit of the la- 
boring classes have not only not 
prejudiced progressive and well in- 
tentioned industrialists, but have im- 
proved the general conditions of 
production, and as a result there 
exists assurance for an industrial de- 
velopment of the republic backed by 
the intellectual and economic prog- 
ress of the laboring classes. 

‘‘We now know, also, that it Is an 
imperative necessity to continue to 
hand over the land to those who live 
on it in order to‘create a free and 
prosperous rural class, thus assur- 
ing that the owners of immense 
estates, in the absence of labor id 
a& pauper wage, will develop their 
methods of cultivation to the un- 
doubted advantage not only of the 
owners but for the general good. 

“IT do not take into consideration 
wheher I shall be praised or blamed. 
I hold firm in my intention not to 
restrict liberty of expression, oral or 
written, and the liberty to criticize 
me will have all the attributes of im- 
punity. To defend my prestige or 
the respectability of my administra- 
tion I confide solely in the good 
judgment of the ccnscientious masses 
of the country. 

“‘General Calles did a notable work 
in introducing a severe régime of 
economies, but he also established 
Mexico’s sole bank of issue and ma- 
terial works such as his program of 
good roads and irrigation projects, 
and we should be wanting in our 
duty if we did not take advantage 
of that favorable situation which we 
inherit if we did not struggle to per- 
pa those benefits for our coun- 
ry. 

“T also desire that my government 
shall be composed of the best pre- 
pared elements, men who know how

Filing of Ryan Will Here Gives It 
Four-Fifths. of Federal Death Tax. 


New York State will be the richer 
by several million: dollars through 
the action of the executors of 
Thomas F.. Ryan’s will in filing the

Reigh Count, best of the American 
three-year-olds and the only horse of 
recent years which has been seriously 
compared to Man o’ War, walked 
aboard the S. S. Minnewaska yester- 
day morning for an invasion of Eng- 
land. The steamship will sail today. 

Mrs. John D. Hertz’s winner of the 
Kentucky Derby, Lawrence Realiza- 
tion, Jockey Club Gold Cup, Saratoga 
Cup and other races appeared in 
good condition as he took his place 
in a padded stall 14 feet square on 
the second deck. 

Insured for $250,000, Reigh Count 
has been nominated for eight of the 
greatest of the English turf classics, 
including the Ascot Gold Cup, for 
which he will be pointed. Trainer 
Bert Michell will accompany the colt 
as well as Jimmy Lane, who will 
assist Michell, and an exercise boy. 

Next Spring Chick Lang, the jockey 
who has been up in practically all of 
Reigh Count’s races, will leave for 
England to get ready for riding the 
American thoroughbred in the Eng- 
lish classics. 


Here From Chicago. 


Reigh Count arrived from Chicago 
on the Twentieth Century Limited on 
Thanksgiving Day, and all unknown 
to New York’s lovers of the thor- 
oughbred more than a quarter of a 
million dollars’ worth of horseflesh 


was stabled at Forty-ninth Street 
and Lexington Avenue Thursday 
night. Early yesterday morning 
Reigh Count was taken across town 
in a van to the Minnewaska’s dock. 
Precautions had been taken that 
the gangplank from the pier to the 
5" steamship should be well protected 
and that enough men be present to 
cope with any emergency. No mis- 
hap occurred, however, and Reigh 
Count went aboard with only a few 
strangers on the pier and few of 
the sailors and others aware that 
Reigh Count was any different from 
the two score or more other horses 
which also are to make the trip. 
One of the other horses is Fair 
Ball, formerly owned by Joseph E. 
Widener and used as a work horse 
for Osmand. Fair Ball will fill the 
same post for Reigh Count on the 
other side. Fair Ball’s stall is next 
to Reigh Count’s and he is receiving 
as much consideration as the cham- 
pion. The others have nothing to 
do with the Hertz invasion, they 
being harness horses purchased at 
the Old Glory sale.

Count defeated the best of his own 
age, his greatest victories were in 
the Saratoga Cup, Lawrence Realiza- 
tion and Jockey Club Gold Cup. The 
Saratoga Cup was a two-horse race 
and Reigh Count stepped out of his 
class to take the measure of Display 
in time which set a new track record. 

The only defeat Reigh Count suf- 
fered this year was in the Travers 
Midsummer Derby, which Petee- 
Wrack won. In the Lawrence Reali- 
zation Reigh Count got revenge on 
Petee-Wrack and also definitely set 
at rest doubts about his superiority 
over Victorian.

logical Garden, issued an appeal 


yesterday for support-in Co ess of 
the Norbeck ‘bill providing He gaihe 


refuges. The bill has been adopted 
by the Senate. and must be passed 
by the- House. 

“To the unkilled game of North 
America, the present is a critical 
hour,’’ he says. ‘The maintenance 
of a game supply for 6,000,000 guns, 
based solely upon protection money 
derived from game slaughter, ‘has al- 
most played out. 

‘The writer entertains no ke = seme 
regarding the future of American 
killable game. He thinks that our 
much-vaunted ‘free hunting’ system 
soon will trouble the public no more. 
He believes that the game is rushing, 
and being rushed, to certain annihila- 
tion: One of the objects of this let- 
ter is to give notice that at least one 
man is not in the least deceived by 
the great cry and little wool of 
United States game conservation as 
it-now is done. 

‘Upon the professional conserva- 
tionists of the United States—by 
which I mean the men who earn 
their bread by ‘saving’ game—there 
now rests a grave responsibility. 
am thinking particularly of the men 
who compose the newly created 
| National Committee on Wild Life 
Legislation, and the members of the 
long-standing National Game Con- 
ference. We are watching to see how 
many of them really will give aid to 
the passage of the Norbeck Sanctu- 
ary bill, and how many will take 
measures to kill it with dilatory, con- 
fusing and unnecessary amendments. 
The outlook -is not at all cheering. 
‘The acid tests of the sincerity of 
American me conservationists will 
begin in Washington on Dec. 1. We 
will get Federal sanctuaries by the 
Norbeck bill ‘as is,’ or we never will 
get them. Which will you have?’’

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AMIABLE IRREGULARITY. 


Representative BRITTEN is reported 
as pleased with the results of his 
foray into amateur diplomacy. He 
has, indeed, reached a high emi- 
nence, but is it wholly enviable or 
safe? He seems in danger of hav- 
ing pleased a foreign nation and got 
himself laughed at by his own. The 
State Department at Washington is 
gzaid to be frowning heavily at his 
calculated indiscretion, and, to have 
instructed Ambassador HOUGHTON 
to notify the British Foreign Office 
that Mr. BRITTEN is not authorized 
in any way to speak for the Ameri- 
can Government. However, on the 
same day we get the information 
that Prime Minister BALDWIN is an- 
swering the Britten cablegram in 
the most friendly spirit. This is 
done, to be sure, through the regular 
official channels at Washington, but 
the mere fact that it is done at all 
shows that the British Government 
intends to omit no means to pro- 
mote a better understanding with 
the United States. It is ready to 
overlook the irregularity, not to say 
audacity, of Mr. BRITTEN’S proce- 
dure for the sake of demonstrating 
its belief in the sincerity of his pro- 
posal. The compliment is thus to 
his heart rather than to his head. 
It cannot be wholly gratifying to 
a Representative who has been a 
vehement champion of a Big Navy 
for America and who has not hesi- 
tated to say unkind and severe 
things about English policy, naval 
and other. Out in Illinois his oppo- 
nents may soon be hurling at him 
the deadly taunt that he is a friend 
of every country but his own. 

His method has been irregular in 
many ways. Besides proposing with 
great insouciance to take the con- 
duct of foreign affairs out of the 
hands where it is placed by the 
laws and Constitution of the United 
States, he ventured to. speak for the 
Naval Committee of the House of 
Representatives, of which he is 
Chairman. Had he any warrant for 
this? Had he even consulted per- 
sonally any of the members? Ap- 
parently not. But, after all, these 
technical improprieties are not so 
significant as the implications which 
lie behind this change of front by 
Representative BRITTEN. He asked 
for a sort of joint naval mass meet- 
ing between members of Congress 
and members of Parliament after 
March 4...This: plainly implies that 
he does not expect any irritating 
move-by Congress in the meantime. 
Ifthe Big Navy bill which he at one 
time strongly. favored were to be 
passed in the short session, what 
would be- the use of an interna- 
tional conference afterward? The 
milk would all have been spilled be- 
fore March 4, ‘Thus the inference is 
clear that moderating influences are 
already at work in this matter of 
naval armament and that Mr. BRIT- 
TEN perceives which way the wind 
is blowing. In this sense his esca- 
pade may have been of use, although 
it must, from the legal and diplo- 
matic points of view, be classed with 
the complacence of .the famous door- 
keeper. of the House of Representa- 
tives. who informed-his friends that 
he had become “a biger man than 
old. GRANT.” . .

PRESS MEN AT THE WHITE 
HOUSE. 


Mr. J. F. ESSARY, Washington cor- 
respondent of The Baltimore Sun, 
tells again in the current American 
Political Science Review the story 
of the White House press confer- 
ences, including the birth and death 
of the “ White House Spokesman.” 
The ways of Washington newspaper 
men are a good deal of a mystery 
to the general public. They need 
not be so, at least in this particular. 
The press conferences were initiated 
in an informal way by ROOSEVELT, 
who used occasionally to call in a 
select group of his newspaper friends 
when he had something on his mind 
of which he thought the public 
should be discreetly apprised. Presi- 
dent TAFT went further and arranged 
for weekly conferences with the 
press. WILSON for a time suffered 
two a week. The word is apt, for he 
came to find them rather trying, and 
finally abandoned them altogether. 
President HARDING revived the 
White House gatherings, holding one 
a week with the morning news- 
paper men and one with the evening 
newspaper men. Everything went 
smoothly enough until one day during 
the disarmament conference when 
he made a glaring blunder about the 
four-power treaty, which brought 
Secretary HUGHES over from the 
State Department on the double- 
quick. From that time on all ques- 
tions had to be submitted before- 
hand in writing, to give the President 
a chance to ponder them. Under 
that rule the exchanges lack a cer- 
tain degree of spontaneity. It has 
all along been the custom, which 
President CooLIDGE adopted, that the 
President shall not be quoted di- 
rectly.. Out: of this inhibition grew 
the “White House Spokesman,” a 
mask for the familiar oracle, lately 
abandoned. 

Two kinds of news gathering are 
always: going on in Washington. 
Many of the press association men 
and correspondents are mainly con- 
cerned with gathering items—the 
President made such-and-such an 
announcement today, the Secretary 
of ‘State gave out the appointment 
of so-and-so as Consul General to 
Liberia, Mrs. COOLIDGE entertained 
the following people at lunch today, 
and so on. The other group is com- 
posed of correspondents who are in- 
terested in the important news, but 
also are anxious.to get the back- 
ground, so that they can interpret 
it. Complaint: is heard, among this 
group and elsewhere, that the con- 
ferences as now constituted lend 
themselves too easily to Presidential 
propaganda. =

An American historian has spoken 
of students in his field who do 
scholarly research work as “‘ sheep” 
and has by implication classed those 
who study history for their own 
pleasure’ or for the teaching of 
others as “goats.” But in Mediter- 
ranean lands shepherds often take 
goats to lead their flocks of sheep 
to pasturage. The graduate student 
who does not himself do serious re- 
search work may yet, by reason of 
university contacts, be better able to 
lead others into the pastures of re- 
search. Dean WOODBRIDGE rightfully 
is concerned that research students 
should be given special attention 
and every possible facility, but, 
to change the figure, the King- 
dom of Heaven which is sought 
through research is, after all, like 
the leaven which was hidden “in 
three measures of meal” till it was 
all leavened. 





CHINA’S ONE PARTY IS PLURAL. 


The detailed analysis of condi- 
tions in China by Mr. HALLETT 
ABEND in Sunday’s NEW YorK 
TIMES prompts a word of caution 
against being misled by labels in 
judging China. For years we of the 
Western World accepted the name 
“republic” attached to China in 
place of the old “empire” as an in- 
dication that China was a republic 
in fact as well as in name. The 
truth is that its Constitution was 
never put into effect, its parliament 
early ceased to function, and the 
executive was little more than a dic- 
tatorship. Public opinion was mute. 
Elections to office were unknown. 
China was not even a republic to the 
extent that some of the Central 
American States were republics a 
half century ago. 

Today the Chinese boast that they 
have only one party, the Kuomin- 
tang. This controls China. So far so 
good. But to the Western mind this 
implies that there is no opposition 
to this party. The logical corollary 
is, therefore, that the Kuomintang is 
supreme and all-powerfal. In truth 
however, this is mere quibbling. In 
name there is only one party. But 
this party is divided into factions. 
These factions are, for the moment, 
working together. But they repre- 
sent views of the utmost divergence. 
There are Communists and reaction- 
aries among them. What differ- 
ence does it make if the Communists 
choose to call themselves the Left 
Wing of the Kuomintang and the 
reactionaries the Right Wing? 

So long as they work in harmony 
they are welcome to call themselves 
by any name. But it behooves those 
who study Chinese affairs not to be 
misled by the single party name into 
thinking that all is complete har- 
mony within the party ranks. Here 
again the tendency to think in terms 
of American party politics results 
in misunderstandings. It is said that 
there are within our own parties 
men who are progressives and con- 
servatives. This is true. But the 
candid student of American politics 
knows that these differences have 
always been overcome because they 
are, in fact, small—always barring 
a@ few vociferous and dramatic lead- 
ers. It is therefore easy to imagine 
that the same is true in China. 

In order to establish a parallel it 
is necessary to postulate a single 
party in the United States. We once 
had this. GEORGE WASHINGTON was 
frequently bemoaning the dangers of 
“faction” during his own adminis- 
tration. This “faction” led to the 
formation of the two parties. If we 
were again to have a single party 
there is every reason to believe that 
such a split would recur. In China 
there is the further complication 
that the factions are dominated not 
by principles but by personalities, 
and that many of these leaders are 
utterly selfish. It is to be feared, 
therefore, that when the one-party 
system splits up we shall see China 
again faced with the danger of civil 
war.

these figures promoted in the press. 
That the Home for Old Men and 
Aged Couples, in advance of this re- 
port, should have taken steps not 
only to keep abreast of this problem 
put to anticipates its future require- 
ments is a singular tribute to the in- 
stitution itself and to those charged 
with its direction. 

The home to which I refer has 
taken the lead in providing its resi- 
dents with not only the necessaries 
of life but also with as many of the 
comforts and pleasures as possible. 
The warm and tender atmosphere of 
a real home: has been preserved, the 
restrictive regulations common _ to 
most charitable institutions have 
been reduced to a minimum, and the 
peculiarities of old age are recog- 
nized and met with sympathetic and 
intelligent understanding. 

I can conceive of no sadder fate 
than that of the old couple who have 
faced life’s problems together, and 
who have known no greater happi- 
ress than the joy of their mutual 


rate at the time when they have no 
one but each other: the man to 
wither away in an institution for men 
and ‘the woman to grieve out her 
heart in a home for women. Expe- 
rience has shown that one or the 
other usually passes away after a 
few months of such separation. The 
Home for Old Men and Aged elec 
is one of the few institutions in New 
York in which elderly couples may 
spend their last years together.

SIR JOHN MURRAY, 
PUBLISHER, DIES, TT 


Was Fourth in Famous London 
Line. of the Same Name” 
Dating From 1768. 


NOTED FOR HIS HIGH IDEALS 


Examined All Manuscripts Passed 
by His Readers—Publisher of 
Many Great Writers. 


Wireless to Tap New YorxK Times. 
LONDON, Nov. 36.—Sir. John Mur- 
ray, head. of the publishing firm 
which bears his name, died in Brigh- 


been ill for a long time. 
Sir John was fourth in a famous 
line of John Murrays. 


The famous English publishing 
house of John Murray was founded 


in 1768 by a 23-year-old Scotchman 
named MacMurray, a retired lieuten- 
ant of marines, who dropped the 
‘‘Mac” from his surname and used 
the proceeds of the sale ef his com- 
mission to purchase the business of 
Sandby in- Fleet Street. The suc- 
ceeding history of the firm has been 
r as a part of English litera- 
ture. Every one of its chiefs pub- 
lished works of enduring importance. 
Among those issued by the founder 
was Horace Walpole’s ‘‘The Castle 
of Otranto.’’ 


Famous Authors for Clients. 


The second John, who succeeded in 
1793, dropped the bookselling branch 
of the business and confined himself 
to publishing. In alliance with 
Scott, Canning, Southey and Gifford, 
he brought out the Quarterly Review 
to defend the Tory faith against the 
Whiggish Edinburgh Review. As 
Byron’s publisher, the house first 
gained more than national fame, 
and the establishment became a 
salon for men of: letters and a liter- 
ary museum. John II issued the 
works of Moore, Crabbe and Jane 
Austen, and, under the urging of 
Disraeli, ventured capital unsuccess- 
fully in a daily paper. 

Among the books brought out by 
the third John .was Gladstone’s 
treatise on the relations of Church 
and State.. A few of the great names 
of his other authors were Lyell, Liv- 
ingstone, Borrow, rwin and 
Samuel Smiles. He directed the 
firm from 1843 to 1892. 


Broadens Scope of Business. 


The fourth John Murray, who be- 
came Sir John two years ago, came 
into the firm on leaving Oxford in 
1873 and assumed the place of his 
forefathers twenty years later. He 
restored the multifarious activities of 
the house, which under his father 
had been rather sternly limited. 
Poetry had been banned, for example, 
despite the debt of the firm to Byron, 
Coleridge, Southey and James Hogg 
Among the poets now placed on the 
list were Laurence Binyon and Sir 
Henry Newbolt. Novels, too, began 
to receive welcome, though not to 
the degree extended by rival pub- 
lishers, and with the acquisition of 
Smith and Elders great Victorian 
names like Thackeray and Browning 
were enrolled am the. Murray 
authors. The Cornhill magazine also 
made its appearance in Albemarle 
Street, the later home of the firm. 
The Quarterly Review was reorgan- 
ized and successfully adapted to mod- 
ern conditions, A classic edition. of 
Byron, letters and gery as well as 
poems, was brought out 

Sir John was noted for the high 
ideals he maintained throughout his 
publishing career, for the scrupulous 
care with which he examined every 
manuscript by his readers 
and for the dly fashion in which 
he conveyed his sitrewd criticism, so 
that even the most a authors 
accepted it in good spirit 

Sir John’s own literary labors in- 
cluded “‘Memoirs ~ John Murray qr” 
and the — = Gibbons’ s auto- 
biograph ‘s correspon- 
dence. ‘was aoe High Sheriff 
of the County of on, president 
of the Publishers Association and 
chairman of the League of Remem- 
brance.

covers would have indicated an un- 
seaworthy condition. 

When it was pointed out that his 
understanding disagreed with the 
testimony, Chauncey I. Clark, an at- 
torney: for the line, explained that 
seamen had testified, in de psitions 
taken in connection with civil suits 
brought in behalf of Vestris victims, 
that the regular hatch covers were 
put on the hatches Songey morning, 
the day before the sinking.

Captain Coombs, who addressed 
the court after testimony had been 
concluded, said: 

“‘As to the Vestris, I have had an 
opportunity of discussing the . case 
with leading American shipping ex- 
perts and with British. Theories are 
put forward;. divergent theories. I 
submit no man will ever know for 
certain the cause of her foundering. 
That is the position after twelve 
days of concentrated investigation. 
The captain and officers had per- 
haps twelve hours—not twelve ‘hours 
in the quiet atmosphere of a court 
in which to solve the mystery, but 
tense hours at sea, in a raging sea 
and a howling gale. 

“These gallant officers, tired and 
seaworn, did their best, a best which, 
I-:submit, will satisfy their brother 
seamen who are the most: severe of 
critics and infallible in sensing in- 
competence or cowardice, 

“‘T ask you to remember that those 
officers appeared here with clear 
consciences, and with a desire to 
help you in the service of humanity. 
You will, I feel sure, stand con- 
vinced that there has been no $at- 
tempt at mental reservation; they 
have striven to tell you all they 
know. 

“T feel convinced that your opin- 
ton will be that this ship perished 
under conditions which no skill on 
the pert of the captain and officers 
could have avoided, that they labored 
with the utmost courage and devo- 
tion and with no thought of self, 
in endeavoring to save life—that 
great credit is due to them in be- 
ing instrumental in saving as many 
lives as they did. It is with the great- 
est confidence that I feel they will 
leave your country with no shadow 
of your censure, but rather with 
grateful memory of your human un- 
derstanding and sympathy.’’ 


‘Inquiry’s Aims Outlined. 


In his concluding address, Mr. Tut- 
tie outlined the events ieading up to 
the starting of the investigation. He 
mentioned the three fundamental 
questions outlined by the two experts, 


Captain Jessopp and Captain Henrv 
McConkey, representing the British 
Government, as the matters. to which 
the investigation should apply itself. 
These were the cause of the loss of 
the vessel, the cause of the loss of 
life, and the cause of the delay in 
sending out the S O S. 

Mr. Tuttle then outlined the follow- 
ing ‘‘subsidiary questions implied in 
the second fundamental question’’: 

1. The putting of passengers, in- 

cluding pomiaare. in lifeboat 8, 

which, as all witnesses agree, had 

a hole in its lower side about six 

inches long. 


2. The lowering of thg lifeboats 
from the port side, which was both 
the high side and the weather side, 
when the starboard boats were 
spacious enough to carry every one 
on board. 


3. The failure to launch the first 
two lifeboats lowered from the 
port side after they had been filled 
with women and children. 


4. The launching of the motor- 
boat, which was lifeboat 1, without 
the presence in it of any one who 
understood how to run the engine. 


5. The sesworthiness of the life- 
boats and the sufficiency of their 
eauipment. 

6. The apparent failure to have 
an officer in each lifeboat to take 
charge of it when launched. 


Criticism of Inspector. 


Mr. Tuttle then outlined the basis 
of his criticism of Inspector Keane 
for reporting that he had lowered 
the Vestris’s lifeboats over the side, 
when he had actually only hoisted 
them from their chocks and swayed 
them back and forth while loaded. 
He characterized the failure to lower 
the boats as inexcusable ‘‘unless the 
convenience ‘of a few lighters is to 
take precedence over the. protection 
of human life in an emergency.” 
‘‘Needless to say,’’ he continued, 
‘“‘the inquiry has not been conducted 
for the purpose of finding a scape- 
goat or casting aspersions upon any 
individual or group. Its object has 
solely been to ascertain and make 
clear the facts and to remove any 
assumptions which have gained pub- 
lic circulation, but which might 
prove to be erroneous. 
“Hor example, the inquiry .has 
eliminated the charge that the shift- 
ing of the cargo in one of the holds 
was a cause of the disaster, and the 
charge that some private message 
had been sent to the owners of the 
ship or received from them on the 
day before the disaster or at some 
time prior to the broadcasting. of the 
so g So likewise the inquiry has 
failed’ to develop any evidence’ sub- 
stantiating the rumors that there 
‘was contraband on board or other 
not revealed in the manifest.’ 
a Tuttle drew attention to the 
function of the investigation in seek- 
ing constructive ‘suggestions based 
upon the “lessons of the disaster.” 
e enumerated suggestions that life 
reservers be constructed so that 
they: will hold the head of an un- 
eonscious person out of the water; 
that all’ underwater outlets to the 
sea be placed in vessels so that they 
will be accessible at all times; and 
that all seagoing vessels be required 
to carry wireless. 
The two nautical experts, _Mr. 
Tuttle said, would deal more fully 
with constructive suggestions in 
their findings on Wednesday.

Fe’ Alcohol Cases After Holiday. 
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13 PICKED UP BY ESTONIA 


Smaller Ship Launched ‘a Boat in 
Shelter of Liner and Saved Five— 
Others Found -After Sinking. 


Captain Robert Erskine, master of 
the Anchor liner Transylvania, which 
arrived: yesterday from Glasgow, 
thirty-six hours late, brought details 
of the sinking of the German freight- 
er Herrenwyk 600 miles west of. Ire- 
land on Nov. 23 in one of the worst 
storms experienced on the Atlantic 
in twenty. years. The wind blew 
with a velocity of sixty-five miles, 
the waves were forty feet high and 
rain and, sleet made it difficult to 
see anything. Passengers were kept 
below for two days, 

The Transylvania’s crew made 
heroic efforts to save the twenty- 
seven members of the crew of the 
freighter, but the sea was so rough 
that a lifeboat could not be launched. 
One life raft was smashed to splint- 


ers and a second was jammed to the 


side of the ship and could not be 
moved. 


Aided Rescue by Smaller Ship. 
But the Transylvania, by pumping 
100 tons of oil on the surging waves, 
and forming a shelter from the wind, 
enabled the smaller Baltic-America 
liner Estonia to move between her 
and the sinking Herrenwyk, and take 


off five of the crew in a lifeboat 
and save another eight who jumped 
into the sea just-before their ves- 
sel sank. 

During the fifteen hours the Tran- | 
sylvania was standing by, the 
seas swept her decks fore and aft 
and threw the crew’ about so that 
they had to hang on lifelines around 
the ship to prevent them from go- 
ing overboard. it 
The Transylvania was light, and 
the battering of the waves was so 
hard that some of the stem plates 
on the starboard side well above the 
waterline were strained. Captain 
Erskine did not leave the scene 
until assured by the captain of the 
Estonia that he would stand by. 
Captain Erskine said there were 
two distinct whole gales, one which 
blew from Nov. 22 till the forenoon 
of the next day, and another which 
lasted until the afternoon of Nov. 24. 
‘“‘We picked up the S O S from the 
Herrenwyk at 10 A. M. Nov. 22,’ he 
said, ‘‘when she was 600 miles west 
of Ireland. The Transylvania arrived 
at the scene at 4 o’clock, just as it 
was getting dark. There was a six- 
ty-five-mile gale, with a thirty to 
forty foot, sea running, one of the 
worst I have ever seen. 

‘It was impossible to lower a boat 
at that time, as it would only ‘have 
meant the craft being smashed to 
pieces and the crew. of nine men 
drowned. There were rain squalls, 
hail and sleet continuously, and with 
the spindrift it was difficult to see 
anything on the water a mile away, 
even with the aid of searchlights.’’ 


Battered to Pieces by Sea. 


Chief Officer William Young sgid 
the disabled German freighter was 
battered to pieces by the heavy seas. 
“The Herrenwyk was as near a 
wreck as a ship could conceivably 
be and still be afloat,’’ he said. ‘‘Her 


funnel was gone and so was her deck 
house and most of the superstruc- 
ture. -The hull -was almost sub- 
merged. and when she rolled water 
broke over her. How her crew man- 
aged to cling on amidships no one 
knows.”’ 

He added that if the men had 
jumped into the raging seas then, 
they would have been immediately 
engulfed and it would have been im- 
possible for the Transylvania to 
have rescued them. 

“Their only chance was for the 
weather to moderate and calm the 
sea,’’ he continued, ‘‘but the gale 
blew harder and the waves higher on 
the night of Nov. 22.’ 

Captain Erskine said the Anchor 
liner was less than half a mile away 
from the Herrenwyk when the Baltic 
American liner Estonia arrived at 
7 P. M. and played her searchlights 
on the derelict freighter. At 7:12 
P. M. an attempt was made to get a 
life raft-over the stern of the Tran- 
sylvania. The seas lifted it up and 
brought it back with terrific force 
against the taffrail, smashing the 
raft to pieces. 

Oil was pumped on the sea and at 
8:40 another attempt was made. 
First Officer Charles Steuart got a 
life raft over the s‘ern but the sea 
forced it against the quarter and 
held it there. The crew finally 
hauled it back. During this time the 
crew stood aft on the deck at the 
risk of their lives. 


First Officer Is Injured. 


The first officer was hit by a sea 
which dashed him against a capstan, 
bruising his left leg and side so 
severely that he had to be carried 
to his quarters. ; 

In the meantime Second Officer J 


O. Dunn with eight men had made 
efforts to launch a lifeboat on the 
ort side without success. They got 
mto the boat and it was lowered 
about ten feet from the davit when 
the lurching of the ship banged the 
boat against. the sfeel hull and 
smashed the upper planking. The 
attempt was abandoned. 

At 10 o’clock the Estonia came be- 
tween the Transyslvania:and the 
Herrenwyk and launched a_ boat 
which rescued five of the crew. For 





more could be done by the two 
steamships except stand by and play 
their searchlights on the sinking 
vessel. 

Captain Erskine said he reluctantly 
resumed his course for New York at 
7 A. M. on Nov. 23 after the captain 
of the Estonia said ‘he would stand 
by until‘'the German freighter sank, 
which occurred at 10 A. M. 

Eight more of the crew were res- 
cued after the ship sank and thirteen 
were drowned. 

The storm was so violent between 
9 A. M. and noon on Nov. 23 that the

Small windows in the front 
wirig would enable the passengers to 
have an unobstructed view of the 
country over which thev were flying. 

Since the lifting weight per square 
meter of wing is limited, plenty of 
room will be accorded the passen- 
gers in order to keep the load within 
safety limits. Such travel will be 
more comfortable than any present 
form of aircraft affords, the manu- 
facturers assert. 


Though the announced new depar- 
ture in construction whereby the 
weight would be distributed through- 
out the wing surface seems to at- 
tract most attention the rump of the 
I-38 in its present form must not be 
overlooked.

Temporarily reserving his decision, 

the chancellor is expected to make 
an early announcement of it in the 
next two or three days, because both 
sides: have professed a desire for 
speed. The present Legislature, 
which authorized the contempt: pro- 
ceedings against Mayor Hague, ex- 
pires on Jan. 8.; 
_The Mayor, arrested for os to 
appear before the Casé legislative 
committee investigating Tudson 
County, had appealed to Vice Chan-. 
cellor Failon in habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings. These were interrupted by 
the legislative plea to Chancellor 
Walker for his intervention. 


Both Sides Make Accusations. 


The argument today on the petition 
to remove the vice chancellor’s juris- 
diction brought from Merritt Lane, 
Mayor Hague’s counsel, charges that 
the Legislature was playing politics 
and overstepping the bounds of its 
power, and from Russell E. Watson, 
counsel for the Legislature, accusa- 
tions of bias and prejudice on the 
part of the vice chancellor as a for- 
mer associate of the Hudson County 

Oss, 

“In my twenty years of experience 
never before have I been so treated 
in a court room or seen such pro- 
ceedings,’’ Mr. Watson told the chan- 
cellor. 

Mathematics entered the debate 
while the spectators chuckled. - Going 
over each of the four major points 
raised by the Legislature against the 
vice chancellor and declaring each 
unfounded, Mr. Lane said: 

“The sum of nothings equals ex- 
actly nothing; that is what this ap- 
plication amounts to.’’ 

Disputing the other’s arithmetic. 
Mr. Watson reviewed the allegations 
as to Vice Chancellor Fallon’s politi- 
cal service, the frequent mention of 
his name in the record of the Case 
investigation, the haste with which 
he granted a writ of habeas corpus 
when the Mayor was arrested and 
his rulings at a subsequent hearing. 

“Is the sum of nothings nothing?’'

Hague Surrender Is Attacked. 


Mr. Watson described the Mayor’s 
surrender to arrest after the Ser- 
eant-at-Arms of the Senate had 
een detained at Jersey City police 
headquarters on the charge that he 
had attempted to break into the 
Mayor’s apartment. Mayor Hague’s 
surrender, he pointed out, was in the 
office of former Hudson County 
Prosecutor John Milton on the seme 
floor of the _ buildi where Vice 
Chancellor Fallon had his office. Mr. 
Milton, he declared, had been shown 
by Case. committee testimony to have 
been a ‘“‘dummy”’ for Hague in finan- 
cial operations. 
“From that office the Corporation 
Counsel goes with a habess corpus 
petition thirty-two pages long and 
eturns in five minutes for a writ,”’

Vice Chancellor had been mentioned 
forty-three times in the record of the 
Case committee because of his previ- 
ous political activities and appoint- 
ments and was therefore likely to be 
antagonistic to the Legislature.

ROCKEFELLER ASSISTS 
JEWISH CHARITY AGAIN 


Makes Third Gift of $50,000 to 
the Federation for the Support of 
Philanthropic Societies. 


For the third time in as many 
years, John D. Rockefeller Jr. has 
given $50,000 to the Federation for 
the Support of Jewish Philanthropic 
Societies. 

Announcement of the receipt of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s check was made yester- 
day by Dr. Solomon Lowenstein, ex- 
ecutive director of the federation. 
Dr. Lowenstein received the gift from 
Henry Morgenthau, former Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey, to whom Mr. Rocke- 
feller had originally sent it. 
The contribution is one of the 
largest made thus far toward the fed- 
eration’s budgetary requirements of 
$5,300,000 for the current year. 
In a letter acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of the check, Dr. Lowenstein 
wrote to Mr. Rockefeller: 
“So substantial a contribution will 
have a very material effect in meet- 
ing the responsibilities of the federa- 
tion and will be of the greatest in- 
spiration and encouragement to all 
our workers. 
“Our Board of Trustees is deeply 
appreciative of this evidence of your

This is no doubt reassur- 
ing, though the significance of such 
rates, paid eagerly by the richest 
market in the world. to attract to 
jtself the floating capital of the poor- 
est, makes no obvious impression. 

Matter-of-fact observers will asso- 
ciate the existing money tension with 
the brokers’ loan reports.  Yester- 
day’s statement for the week ended 
last Wednesday added $132,768,000 to 
the total, which has now risen $382,- 
786,000 in a month, $765,192,000 since 
the end of September, and $1,779,- 
051,000 as compared with a year ago. 
Three months more of this process 
at the existing rate would require 
an additional billion dollars, and 
$214,000,000 has been drawn in No- 
vember from the New York banks 
alone: What the actual total magni- 
tude of the borrowings has been will 
be known next Monday or Tuesday, 
when the Stock Exchange submits 
its own much more comprehensive 
report of the month’s additions. 

The weekly report of the Federal 
Reserve, which has been negative -in 
character during a number of weeks, 
began yesterday to reflect the money 
situation on its own account. Re- 
discounts usually increase in the last 
full week of November; in the last 
few years the week’s expansion 
ranged from $18,000,000 to $59,000,- 
000. For the past week the account 
was entarged $190,C70,000. This 
happened in a week marked also by 
large gold export to Canada and by 
equally large withdrawal of gold on 
“earmarked account” by the Bank 
of France. It Lecame known yes- 
terday that the outflow across our 
northern border has actually reached 
$22,000,000, and $12,000,000 more gold 
was segregated for French account. 
Combined with other influences, 
these withdrawals reduced the Re- 
serve system’s gold by $67,000,000 
for the week; the note circulation 
simultaneously rose to the highest of 
the year, and the system’s reserve 
ratio fell below that of last July, 
to the lowest percentage since Au- 
gust, 1921. 

Cn the Stock Exchange, values 
continued to be tossed about, yester- 
dsy, in a range of 10 to 15 points. 
But the market’s direction was con- 
fused; the pressure of sales was 
heavy enough to force declines of 13 
points or upward in various excited 
stocks, and the list of prices was 
equally divided at the end between 
gains and losses. It was another 
“gix-million share day.” Sterling 
was fractionally lower, although still 
above the New York gold point; but 
the bank of England gave up. £259,- 
617 more gold. 

The week-end mercantile trade re- 
ports are again cheerful, yet some- 
how contrasting with the unqualified 
enthusiasm which the markets have 
exhibited. The well-meant remark 
of Dun’s mercantile: agency, to the 
effect that ‘“‘the strong points in the 
situation continue to outnumber the 
adverse features,”” will impress Wall 
Street as an unnecessarily wet 
blanket. But stress’ is laid on the 
coming ‘‘Christmas trade,’’ of which 
it is stated that advance indications 
“suggest that the best previous rec- 
ord will be equaled if not exceeded.” 
It would be surprising if this did not 
happen; the Christmas shops, espe- 
cially those which deal in highly ex- 
pensive luxuries, are well aware of 
the close connection between a boom- 
ing December stock market and lav- 
ish holiday purchases. The Christ- 
mas trade of 1919, with prices in the 
clouds and on the eve of the great 
deflation, but with the rise on the 
Stock Exchange at its crest, was 
long remembered.

Withdrawals of Currency. 


The increase of $49,000,000 in circu- 
lation. reported yesterday for the 
twelve Federal Reserve banks com- 
bined was about in line with predic- 
tions that had been made of the 
holiday withdrawals.

Marine Underwriters Face Great 
Loss From Storms.

LONDON, Nov. 30.—With the Ves- 
tris wreck and repeated wild gales 
adding to the toll, 1928 seems likely 
to become the most disastrous year 
for marine underwriters since the 
war. 

Storms which swept the English 
Channel and the North Sea recently 
will have cost members of Lloyd's 
at least $500,000 by the time all the 
claims are in. This figure is for the 
actual damage to shipping. In addi- 
tion, there are liabilities, which may 
mourtt to an equal sum, resulting 
from cargo damage and delays in 
transit. 

The vear now ending has seen not 
only the wreck of the Vestris, but 
also the loss of the Alder-Dempster 
liner Carriboo, on which there was 
large hull insurance here.

A national institute of industrial 
psychology as an agency to make 
available the findings of all branches

Joseph H. Willits, Professor of Eco- 


ment of Industrial Research at the 
University .of Pennsylvania, told of. 
the work accomplished by the Brit- 
ish National Institute .of the Indus- 
trial Psychology, which . has for 
seven’ years carried on research in 
fatigue, monotony and the effects of 
repetitive work. There is no corre- 
sponding organization in the United 
States, he said, although this coun- 
try feels itself. the leader in. many 
aspects of industrial relations. 

‘Research in industrial psychology 
is peculiarly necessary,’’ Dr. Walter 
‘V. Bingham, Director of the Person- 
nel Research Federation, said-in his 


j/ annual report. ‘‘Some such progzam 


is basic, if only to clear the way for 
needed investigations of fatigue in 
relation to hours, to output, to safety 


and to industrial unrest. It is fun- 
damental for any general advance in 
industrial phychology. It is time for 
industrial Eeyonoiey to: rediscover 
the individual: A girl who fatigues 
in the office because the duties are 
too taxing:for her abilities may come 
freshly through a day of .strenuous 
manual work. These facts indicate 
the importance and timeliness of sev- 
eral closely related subjects ‘of re- 


search, 

“The steadily rising tide of traffic 
accidents must somehow be stopped. 
Our studies are showing that this can- 
not be accomplished solely through 
general mass education or public ap- 
peal, but that due consideration must 
be given also to the facts of the enor- 
mous variability in human hnature.”’ 
Dr. Bingham .told how ‘the federa- 
tion had .carried on research in co- 
operation with the Boston Elevated 
ailway, as a- result of which, he 
said, accidents had been reduced 17 
per cent in the past: year. Motormen 
with high blood pressure, Dr. Bing- 
ham found, were responsible for more 
street car accidents than employes of 
any.other type. The connection be- 
tween personal characteristics of mo- 
tormen and some of their accidents, 
he said, was brought out end showed 
the necessity of treating the problem 
of accident reduction individually.

Transit Commission Has: Little 
Hope for Better Service 
Before Decision. 





CANNOT .ENFORCE ORDERS 


I. R. T. Carried 83,000,000 More 


Passengers in Last Fiscal Year 
but Provided No New Cars. 


Although the recent investigation 
into the I. R. T. subway service has 
satisfied its members that the need 
for additional cars, longer platforms 
and other improvements is greater 
than ever before, the Transit Com- 
mission has little hope that any real 
relief can be obtained while the 
seven-cent fare suit is pending in the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

The Federal statutory court injunc- 
tion issued last May, the commission 
has been advised, is an effective bar 
to all relief. Under the terms of the 
injunction the commission has the 
power to investigate and make what- 
ever orders it may deem necessary, 
but has no power to enforce thém. 
One appeal has already been made to 
the court to modify the injunction 
but it was denied and there is little 
likelihood, it was said yesterday, that 
further steps will be taken in that 
direction, although members of the 
commission have had such action in 
mind. The commission’s service bu 
reau report on lapses in I. R. T. 
rush-hour service is now in the hands 
of its counsel and it is expected that 
public hearings will be ordered in a 
few days. 

It is expected that the figures for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1928, 
soon to be made public, will show 
that the I..R. T. system carried 
about 83,000,000 more passengers 
than during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1927, although no new cars 
were provided and nothing was done 
about lengthening. platforms at local 
stations in order to permit the op- 
eration of longer trains, 

It was learned yesterday at the of- 
fices of the ‘commission that the 
I, R. T. agreed last January, after 
a commission check showed that a 
new stairway was needed to handle 
traffic at the elevated station at 
Ninth Avenue and Thirty-fourth 
Street, to put through the desired 
improvement, but later changed its 
mind and dropped the plan. hear- 
ing on the project will be held next 
Wednesday. It was noted yesterday 
that the company’s change of mind 
came after it had begun its seven- 
cent fare suit in the Federal courts, 
although it had already prepared a 
plan for the improvement. 

Rush hour service at the Times 
Square and Grand Central Stations 
showed some improvement yesterday 
morning, according to the headway- 
graph records made public by the 
Transit Commission.

PROSECUTION CLOSES 
"IN RICE FRAUD TRIAL 


Banker Testifies Company Did 
Not Have $400,000 on Deposit, 
as Promoter Alleged. 


The case of the government against 
George Graham Rice and four other 
defendants charged with using the 
mails to defraud in the sale of stock 
of the Idaho Copper Corporation 
ended yesterday. Federal Judge 
Knox told Radcliffe Swinnerton and 
David W. Peck, the prosecutors, that 
before the defense opened on Mon- 


day he would permit them to bring 
together the ‘‘loose ends’’ of their 
case. 

Robert Varley, assistant secretary 
of the Empire Trust Company, testi- 
fied yesterday that Walter K. Yor- 
ston, president of the Idaho corpora- 
tion, opened an account with his 
company in March, 1925, in the 
name of the corporation, and that 
on Sept. 30, 1925, the balance 
amounted to $78,000. It was pointed 
out by Mr. Swinnerton that this was 
seven days after a statement of a 
$400,000 balance was circulated in 
The Wall Street Iconoclast, Rice's 
paper. 

Mr. Swinnerton then submitted the 
record of the number of copies of 
The Iconoclast that were printed. 
The figyres from the printer dis- 
closed that between March, 1925, and 
April, 1926, the number grew from 
3,000 copies a week to 500,000. It was 
testified that Walter Harvey Weed, a 
geologist of national reputation, who 
is one of the defendants, was em- 

loyed by Rice in September, 1925, at 
$100,000 a year, and that he made 
reports of the mines controlled by 
the Idaho Corporation which in- 
creased the demand for the stock. 

Robert H. Sayre, mining engineer 
of Denver, Col., testified that the 
South Peacock Mine and the Iron- 
dyke Mine, controlled by the Idaho 
Corporation, could not be worked at 
a profit. 


WANTS WOMEN IN AVIATION. 


Miss Earhart Urges Fields of Work 
Outside Piloting of Planes. 


Miss Amelia LEarhart, Atlantic 
flier, urged the women of the coun- 
try to interest themselves in flying 
and aviation activities in a talk last 
night from Station WABC, which 
was part of the regular Friday night 
Aviation Hour. 

Miss Earhart said she was giving 
her talk as a response to many let- 
ters she had received from women 
throughout the country asking her 
how to become pilots. She said wo- 
man has not taken her proper place 
in the new science of the air, due to 
the qualifications for pla-.e pilots, 
but that women should interest them- 
selves in the other phases of the in- 
dustry, such as writing, designing, 
construction and clerical work in 
the factories and flying agencies of 
the country. 

By these means, Miss Earhart con- 
tended, woman would gradually as- 
sume her proper place in the aero- 
nautical world and her influence on 
the type of plane, its accommoda- 
tions and design would do much to 
make the new method of transporta- 
tion safer and more comfortable. 
She then told of some of her recent 
experiences piloting the little Avro-

OF POWER PUBLICITY 


Utility Concerns Depend on 
Good-Will for Capital. 








STRESSES BIG INVESTMENT 


Companies Require $1,000,000,000 
a Year in New Funds, He Says— 
Sees More Mergers Ahead. 





The need for keeping the public 
well informed about all public utili- 
ties, in order to cultivate the good- 
will required to obtain the vast capi- 
tal sums needed for their. develop- 
ment was stressed yesterday by Mar- 
tin J. Insull of Chicago, president 
of the Middle West Utilities Com- 
pany, who was the principal speaker 
at a luncheon given by the Advertis- 
ing Club of New York.- Gilbert T. 
Hodges, president of.the club, pre- 
sided and Louis Wiley, -business 


responded briefly to Mr. Insull’s ad- 
dress. ‘ 
“The public services of the United 
States, including all : branches, ° in- 
volve over $50,000,000,000 of capital,”’ 
Mr. Insull said. ‘Each year the 
power companies alone require about 
$1,000,000,000 in new capital. The 
source from which it. must be ob- 
tained isthe great, thrifty public. 
We must obtain capital in a highly 
competitive field, although our prof- 
its are regulated by law. Hence it 
is necessary for us to have the good 
will of the public.’’ 
In a ‘statement issued after the 
luncheon Mr. Insull declared his be- 
lief that there would be continued 
consolidation of electric power sys- 
tems throughout the United States, 
but that this. movement would not 
necessarily be Scoeen easiest ‘by the 
extension of control by any single 
group. Consolidations of this type, 
he said, would make it possible to 
obtain the greatest possible benefit 
from every ‘dollar invested. The reg- 
ulation exercised by State commis- 
‘sions, he added, would be sufficient 
to prevent any evils from arising.
